It is the Duty of Officers, on all 


Guards, to inſpect every Relief of Sen- 
tries, both when they go on and come 


off their Poſt ; to call the Rolls fre- 


quently, and by every Means in their 
Power, to keep the Men under their 
Command in the moſt perfect State of 


Vigilance and Preparation. 
Officers, commanding Out-Guards, 


are to ſend Guides, or orderly Men, to 
the Major of Brigade of the Day, or 
to the Brigade Major of their own Bri- 


gades, as Circumitances may require, 


in order to conduct the new Guards, 
and to carry ſuch Orders as may be ne- 
| cellary. When the Army is on a 
March, they muſt appriſe the Brigade 
Majors of the Situation of their Poſts 
| as ſoon as they arrive at them. 
All Detachments which are ordered Detachments. 
to march immediately, are to be taken 
trom the Picquets, and replaced di-

Whenever 
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Whenever Detachments are com. 
poſed of 200 Men, or upwards, a Sur. 
geon or Surgeon's Mate is to be ſent 
from the Corps of the Officer who 
commands. On particular Duties, the 
Attendance of a Surgeon or Mate may 
be requiſite with ſmaller Detachments. 
Detachments of Cavalry, of 50 or up- 
wards, will be attended by a Farricr. 


PROVOST-MARSHAL. 


IN Cafe of the Army taking the 
Field, a Deputy Provoſt Marſhal will 
be appointed to each Diſtrict. The 
Provoſt will frequently make the Tour 
of the Camp, and its Environs, and 
will have Orders to ſeize ſuch Perſons 
as are committing Diſorders. 

The Regiments encamped neareſt 


Villages, muſt fend frequent Patroles 
into them, to apprehend ſuch Perſons 
| as

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as may be there without Paſſes, or 
who, having Palles, may behave im- 


properly. 


Any Perſon committing Waite in 
Gardens, Orchards, Plantations, Fields, 
or Incloſures, will be moſt ſeverely 
puniſhed. 

Plundering and Marauding, at all 
Times highly diſgraceful to Soldiers, 
under the Circumſtances in which it is 
probable the Army will take the Field, 


and committed againſt the Perſons and 
Properties of our own Countrymen, 
whom it is our Duty to protect, will 


becomes Crimes of ſuch Enormity, 
that the Marquis CoRNWALLISs declares, 


in the moſt ſolemn Manner, that He 
will in no Inſtance remit the awful Pu- 
niſhment which the Military Law 
| awards againſt Offences of this Nature; 
and that He will particularly direct the 
Provoſt Marſhal in making his Rounds, 
| to execute it immediately, and in its 
| greateſt Rigour, againſt all ſuch as are 
detected in the Vat.

If any Soldier is baſe enough to at. 
tempt to deſert to the Enemy, he will 
ſuffer immediate Death. 

Any Perſon forcing a Safe Guard 
will ſuffer Death. | 

Theſe Puniſhments will attach equally 
to the Followers of the Camp, as to 
Soldiers, and muſt be explained to 
them by the Officers commanding the 
Regiments by which ſuch Followers are 
employed. 

The Articles of War have decreed 
Puniſhments for the following Of. 
fences ;— 

Death is the abſolute Puniſhment for 
Cowardice, or Miſbehaviour before an 
Enemy, or ſpeaking Words inducing 
others to do the like. 

For Mutiny, or concealing a Mutiny, 
Deſertion, Sleeping on a Poſt, or 
quitting it before relieved, plundering 
after Victory, quitting a Poſt in Battle, 
compelling an Officer to abandon or 
give up his Poſt, or perſuading others 
to do the like, correſponding with an 

Encmy, 
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Enemy, and ſtriking or refuſing to 
obey any ſuperior Officer in the Exe- 
cution of his Duty, a Court-Martial 
may inflict Death, or any other Puniſh- 
ment it may judge adequate to the Of- 
fence. | 

The Crimes of perſuading others to 
deſert, of concealing, aſſiſting, or re- 
lieving an Enemy; of being abſent 
from the Troop or Company a Sol- 
dier belongs to, Abſence from Duty, 
Drunkenneſs, and falle Alarms, are 
puniſhable at the Diſcretion of a Gene- 
ral or Regimential Court-Martial. 

All Officers in the Command of 
Guards or Detachments are enjoined 
to give Aſſiſtance to the Provoſt Mar- 
ſhal in the Execution of his Duty; and 
any Officer or Soldier impeding him in 
the ſame, or offering him any Inſult, 
will receive the moſt exemplary Puniſh- 
ment, 


ORDERS 
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ORDERS relative to the MARCH, &c 


THE Arrangement of the March; 
fuch as the Number and Compoſition 
of the Columns, the Precautions to be 
taken, the Poſts to be ſeized upon to 
cover it, &c. muſt depend upon the 
Circumſtances of the Moment, and 
muſt then be detailed in a particular 
Diſpoſition. But ſome general Rules 
may be given which can always apply. 

'The Routes mult be conſtantly opencd 
to the Width of 60 Feet. 

If the March is through an open 
Country without Defiles, the Infantry 
march by Platoons, or Half-Compa- 

nies, the Cavalry by 4 Diviſions, and 
the Guns and Ammunition Waggons, 
two abreaſt it poſlible. 

In an incloſed Country, or fach as 15 
interſected by hollow Ways, or other 
Defiles, the March muſt be by Sections 
of 6 or more Piles in the Infantry, and 
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Ranks by threes or by twos in the Ca- 


valry, and the Artillery muſt move in 
a ſingle File, becauſe the frequent break- 
ing off and forming up again, retards 
the March and fatigues the Troops. 

In a common March, as it is di- 
rected in the General Regulations, half 
Diſtance only muſt be Kept between the 
Diviſions, taken from Front Rank to 
Front Rank, and the Center and Rear 
Ranks muſt be kept looſe as well as the 
Files, for the Purpoſe of eaſing the 
Men as much as poſlible. 

The Pivot Files muſt attend to pre- 
ſerve their Diſtances exactly, each fol- 
lowing preciſely the Path pointed out 
by the one before him; and keeping 
the regular marching Step, by which 
Means, upon a Signal being given, the 
Diviſion is in a Moment in Order. 
The Leader of this Pivot File may be 
occalionally changed. 

At the Head of every Column, whe- 
ther compoſed of Infantry or Cavalry, 
a well-inſ{tructed Non-commulioned Of- 

ficer 
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ficer muſt march. He muſt careful} 
keep the regular Step of the flow 
March, to which the Troops are drill. 
ed, and upon this Man the regular Pace 
of the Column will depend; by this 
Method two eflential Points are en 
| ſured; one, that every Column moves 
in exactly the ſame Time, and of Courſe 
enables the Officer commanding to cat. 
culate the March with Certainty ; ano- 
ther, that it enſures the Troops not 
being over hurried, which they are 
more eſpecially liable to be when Ca 
valry leads the Column. Two Non. 
commiſſioned Officers ſhould be ap- 
pointed for this Purpoſe, who mult re. 
lieve each other. 

At the Head of every Column of 


March, there muſt be a conſiderable] 


Number of Pioneers to clear the 
Route. 

Guns or Carriages breaking down 
and difabled, are immediately to be re- 
moved out of the Line of March, ſo as 

not to interrupt its Progrels. 
Ollicers 
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Officers muſt at all Times remain 
with their Diviſions, whether march- 
ing or haltet. 

The Commanding Officers of Regi- 
ments muſt pay the greateſt Attention 
to their Corps whilſt paſſing a Defile, 
and proper Officers ſhould be left to aſ- 
iſt in this moſt eſſential Part of the 
Conduct of Marches. 

It is a ſtanding Rule in Column, that 
every Regiment ſhould march with the 
ſame Front that the Regiment does 
which precedes it. 

No Alterations ſhould be made in any 
Circumſtance of the March, which is 
to be taken up from the Regiment in 
Front, until arrived exactly upon the 
ſame Ground upon which that Regi- 


ment made the Alteration. 


No Officer muſt ride between the Di- 
viſions on a March, except General and 
Staff Officers, the Execution of whoſe 
Duty renders it neceflary for them to 
paſs in all Directions. 

EN - = When 
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When a Battalion paſles a Defile, and 
there is no Room for the Officers to 


ride on the Flanks of the Diviſions, Half 


of thoſe who are mounted paſs. at the 
Head of the Battalion, and Half in the 
Rear. | 

All Breakings-oft to enter a Defile, 
and all Formations again, when paſſed 
through it, muſt be done extremely 
quick, by the Parts that double, or that 
form up. 

A ſufficient Number of intelligent 
Guides muſt always be ready to march 
at the Head of Battalions and Co- 
lumns.

GENERAL and STAFF OFFICERS. 


II is to the ſteady Co-operation and 
Aſſiſtance of the General Officers, that 
the Commander in Chief looks for the 
Support of that Syſtem of Diſcipline, 
which is eſſential to the Reputation and 

Success 
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Succeſs of his Majeſty's Arms. His 


| Excellency calls their Attention, at this 


Time particularly, to the extreme Im- 
portance of this Object, to which he is 


perſuaded they will give the cloſeſt At- 


tention. 

General Officers, commanding Bri- 
gades, are expected very minutely to 
inſpect the internal Economy and Diſ- 
cipline of the Regiments under their 
Orders : They are frequently to viſit 
the Hoſpitals and Guards: On arriv- 
ing in a Camp, they are never to leave 
their Brigades till the Tents are pitched, 


and the Guards poſted : They mult al- 


ways encamp with their Brigades, un- 
leſs Quarters can be procured for them 
immediately in the Vicinity of their 


| Camp. 


General Officers muſt not, at any 


| Time, change the Quarter aſligned 


them, without Leave from Head Quar- 


.es. 


All General Officers ſhould make 
themſelves acquainted, as ſoon as poſſi- 
D 2 - ble, 
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ble, with the Situation of the Country 
near the Camp, with the Roads, Paſſes, 
Bridges, &c. leading to it; and like- 
wile with the Out:Poſts, that in Caſe 


they ſhould be ordered ſuddenly to ſuſ. 


tain or defend any Poſt, they may be 
able to march without waiting for 
Guides, and be competent to form the 
beſt Diſpoſition for the Service. They 
ſhould inſtruct their Aides-de-Camp in 
theſe Particulars, and always require 
their Attendance when they vilit the 
Out-Polts. 

An intimate Knowledge of the Scene 
of Action, and its Neighbourhood, muſt 


give the greateſt Advantage to every 


Officer, and enable him to diſplay his 
Talents, and execute his Duty with Ho— 
nour to himſelf and Advantage to his 
Country; but this is more particularly 


expected from General Officers, and 
Command. 


others in conſiderable 
By Maps, acquired local Information, 


and varemſting Activity and Ob.

ſervation, they will attain this im- 
portant Object; which, in our pe- 
culiar Situation, will enable them to 
act with decided Advantage againſt an 
Enemy, who muſt be much embarraſ- 
ſed in his Attempts to penetrate 
through ſo intricate a Country, which 
he can have no Opportunity of pre- 
vioully examining. Guides my ſerve 
in the common Operations of Marches; 
but near the Enemy, the Eye, and In- 
telligence of the principal Officers, muſt 
determine the Movements of Troops, 
and enable them to ſeize and 1mprove 
every Advantage. 

Brigade Majors and Aids-de- Camp 
are to be appointed from the regular 
Forces, and (cxcept thoſe attending 
the Commander in Chiet) muſt not be 
Field Officers of Regiments. 

The Detail of the Duty of the Bri— 
gade reſts entirely on the Brigade 
Major. He is conſidered as an Officer 
attached to the Brigade, not perſonally 

to 
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to the Officer commanding it. His 
Station on a March is in Front of the 
leading Regiment of his Brigade ; he 
is to encamp in the Rear of the Center 
of the Brigade. The Brigade Major, 
or an orderly Adjutant, 1s to be con- 
ſtantly in the Lines of the Camp of the 
Brigade. Majors of Brigade and Aides- 
de-Camp, are, as ſoon as poſſible, to no- 
tify their General's Quarters at Head 
Quarters. It is the Buſineſs of the 
Brigade Major to call in the Guards 
belonging to the Brigade previous to 
a March, 

No Officer under the Rank of a 
General Officer, unleſs he commands 
the Brigade, (the Adjutant General 
excepted) has any Right to give Direc- 
tions to the Major of Brigade on the 
Parade, or to interfere with any Party 
he is parading, till the Major of Bri- 
gade delivers it over to the Officer who 
is to command it. 


All 
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All Orders ſent by Aides-de-Camp 
are to be delivered in the plaineſt 
Terms, and are to be obeyed with the 
ame Readineſs as if delivered perſon- 
ally by the General Officers to whom 
ſuch Aides-de-Camp are attached. 
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
